_ Zone change proposals 
_ draw overflow crowd 
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Three public hearings on zone 
changes drew an overflow crowd 
to a Planning Commission 
meeting in the City Council 
chambers Thursday night, July 
28. 

But the protests by some 15 
residents of one proposed zone 
change north of Foothill Boule- 
vard between Euclid and San 
Antonio Avenues didn’t end 
there. Nine of the group 
marched next door to the Up- 
land Police Department and 
filed an official complaint. 


Target of the complaint was 
Skycrest Motors, whose presi- 
dent is listed as Frank (Red) 
Abbott. 


The automobile agency, ac- 
cording to the complainants, 
kept its public address system 
blaring until 10 p.m. every 
night; failed to shield its lights 
from glaring into drivers’ eyes 
when they drove south on streets 
leading up to the rear of the 
establishment; failed to build a 
wall at the_rear of the agency’s 
property as called for in zoning 
regulations; and last, but and not 
least in the complainants’ ob- 
jections, the automobile agen-

cy’s watchdog barked pertiodi- 
cally throughout the night. 

The proposed zone change 
which brought about the com- 
plaints involves some 14 acres 
of land adjacent to and to the 
rear of the Skycrest agency. It 
was reported that Skycrest 
plans to purchase a portion of 
the adjoining property to ex- 
pand its operations. 

The complainants insisted 
Skycrest live up to its original 
‘promises’ on its present pro- 
perty before the Planners grant 
the zone change from R-1-C to 
C~4 and professional. 

A sampling of the objections 
voiced were: ‘*Promises, 
promises, promises. Why don’t 
they light up their own property 
instead of mine.” 

“They provide nice music 
(over the p.a. system) --lateat 


night.’? 

‘It’s a rat race. Let them 
finish that which was pro- 
mised,’’ 


‘We can hear them calling 
their salesmen over the loud- 
speaker all the way up to 13th 
Street.’’ 

‘We complained to the po- 
lice but got no action.’”’ 





‘Their back lot is filled with 
junk, garbage and old cars,’’ 

‘*Let’s hold the zone change 
until you (the Planning Com- 
missioners) see for your- 
selves.’’ 

“The work hasn’t been done 


on the first zone change as 
promised.’’ 

Simon Eisner, the city’s 
planning consultant, told the 


commissioners that if the com- 
plaints regarding the lighting 
and loudspeaker were true the 
automobile agency was in vio- 
lation of the law and the mat- 
ter should be brought to the at- 
tention of the Police Depart- 
ment for action. 


Planning Commissioner 
Frank Carpenter suggested a 
30-day postponement on the 
zone change until] the complaints 
could be checked but the motion 
was overruled by a 2-2 vote. 


City Attorney Donald E, Ma- 
roney then suggested that the 
Planners ask the City Council 
to see that the alleged viola- 
tions were corrected before 
acting upon the Planning Com- 
mission’s recommendation that 
the zone change be granted. 


CUSHING VOTES HOT AIR 
FOR SCHOOL STAFF ROOM 


Montclair High School held 
the center of attention at the 
Chaffey Union High School Dis- 
trict Board of Trustees meet- 
ing Monday, Aug. 1, as a ques- 
tlon came up as to whether the 
Montclair staff room should be 
air conditioned. 


Trustee Paul Cushing felt the 
room cost too much to refriger- 
ate, considering its part time 
use. The accepted bid was $2,- 
884, submitted by Ferry Heating 
and Air Conditioning of Pomona. 


Other Board members, how- 
ever, pointed out that the room 
is used during summer school 
and is the general meeting place 
for faculty members all year. 

Its location next to the 
school’s cafeteria represents 
the major problem for ventila- 
tion. Board members felt use 
of the room would be greatly 
increased with proper ventila- 
tion.

Realtors say forced housing 
still poses ‘potent threat’ 


Despite a so-called ‘water. 
ing down’? by the House Jud. 
jelary Committee, Tithe IV of 
the proposed Civil Rights Act 
of 1966 still poses a potent 
threat to owners of real prop- 
erty, Doc Butler, president of 
the Ontario.Upland Board of 
Realtors, warned today, 

‘Tn an attempt to blunt some 
of the sharp eriticiam from all 
parts of the nation, the com- 
mittee revised this forced hous- 
ing proviston to exempt an 
owner of a one to four-family 
structure, where one of the 
units is oecupled by the owner, 
from the requirement of hav- 
ing to sell or rent to one not 
of his chotce,’? Mr, Butler ex. 
plained, 

‘*Though this obtensibly les. 
sens the scope of the bill, prop- 
erty owners and Realtors con- 
Unue their unflagging opposition 
to Title IV because the baste 
objection still remains «-- It 
destroys a fundamental right 
heretofore considered unassal- 
lable in this country. I refer 
to the right of freedom of con. 
tract, the right to sell or rent 
property .«. or not to sell or 
rent «« to whomever one 
chooses without coercion from 
the government, 

“The bill, as revised, now 
covers owners of five-or.more 
unit properties,"’ sald Mr, But- 
ler, ‘‘But ts the owner of five 
units entitled to less protection 
from government harassment 
than the owner of four units, 
three units, or even one’s own 
home?

now eligible for $1 million 


in federal funds for park purposes 


SAN BERNARDINO (CNS) The 
County became eligible Wed- 
nesday, July 27, for over $! 
million in Federal! funds with 
the adoption, by the Board of 
Supervisors, of the General 
Plans for the Mountain and De- 
sert regions which completes 
the Master Plan for the entire 
County. 

With the approval of the Mas- 
ter Plan, the County may now 
make application for the funds 
which must be used for the ac- 
quisition and development af 
land for park and recreation 
purposes. The deadline for ma- 
king the application is July 31. 

General plans for the west 
end valley portions of the County 
were adopted earlier this year. 

Unlike the plans for the more 
populated areas of the County 
the Plans for the Mountain and 
Desert regions include only 
board recommendations for 
land use classifications, rather 
than precise zoning designa- 
tions. 

Both are considered only 
guides for the proper develop- 
ment of the areas for the next 


20 years. 
George Williams, Barstow 
Planning Director submitted 


resolutions from both the City 
Council and Planning Commis- 
sion stating official approval of 
the plan and commending the 
County Planning Department 
and Planning Director Neil B. 
Pfulb, for an excellent job in 
preparing the plans. 


Barstow was the only desert 
Community to have an official 
attend the hearing and indicate 
official approval, although all 
other areas of the desert had 
indicated approval of the plan 
at prior meetings. 

The only other communica- 
tion came from the Daggett 
Community Services District, 
which praised the plan in gen- 
era] but suggested that it be 
revised slightly because pre- 
sent land use recommenda- 
tions in the area might re- 
strict development, 

The District recommended 
that an area south of Daggett, 
which has been proposed as a 
Recreation and Conservation 
area be reclassified as an ur- 
ban retreat area. 

‘*"The present classification 
of the area imposes too much 
restrictions on the development 
of Daggett toward the south,’’ 
the letter said. 

Supervisor Daniel D, Mike- 
sell replied that the change 
was not necessary at this time 
because the plan was only in- 
tended to be a guide for the 
development of the area. ‘Tf 
and when the time comes for 
the development of this area 
the designation can be easily 
changed,’’ Mikesell said. 

The urban-retreat areas, 
which are expected tocomprise 
about 1,400 square miles of the 
desert region are described in 
the plan as ‘‘A place for those 
who would choose to live in the

The recreation and conser- 
vation areas are described in 
the plan as, ‘‘Those areas con- 
taining large blocks of land 
which have been identified as 
having particular or outstanding 
scenic or recreation values,’’ 

There are six other land use 
designations for the desert re- 
gion including, Urbanizing 
Areas, Urban Centers, Special 
Service Centers, Defense Re- 
servations, Agriculature areas, 
and Resource-Reserve areas. 

The plan for the mountain 
areas uses, as Pfulb puts it, 
‘the broad brush approach to 
planning,’’ meaning that wide 
sections of the region have been 
set in broad land use categories 
by the use of a paint brush an- 
plied to a map of the mountain 
area. 

It is essentially a plan for 
the conservation of the natural 
resources that the mountains 
are, as wel] as warning of the 
possible consequences if the 
recommendations are not ac- 
cepted and put into practice as 
soon as possible. 

It urges, among other things, 
that all steps necessary be 
taken to preserve and protect 
the watershed area to assure 
maximum recovery of native 
water; that the development of 
sufficient recreation areas be 
encouraged; and that public 
works projects be encouraged 
which will help to minimize the 
loss of life and property damage 
in the event of fires, floods, 'and 
slides and similar hazards. 

Ken Willoughby, president of 
the Crestline Chamber of Com- 
merce, and the only mountain 
resident to speak either for or 
against the plan, said the objec- 
tive of protecting the visual and 
aesthetic qualities in the area 
was not emphasized enough in 
the plan. 

‘*The beauty of the area is 
one of the most important things 
we have to sell. I don’t think it 
can be emphasized enough that 
we must preserve the aesthetics 
of the area,’’ Willoughby said. 

Turning to a more practical 
matter Willoughby said he was 
pleased to see that the Planning 
Department had accepted his 
suggestion to include in the plan 
a recommendation that would 
provide adequate public sani- 
tary facilities in the urban and 
recreation areas of the region. 


‘We can talk all day about 
grandiose plans, but let’s face 
it, one of the most important 
things is to provide a place 
for people to go to the bath- 
room,” Willoughby said.
